The 
returus to importers on cotton goods 
have not been unfavourable on the 
whole, particularly on staple English 
grey goods. 

Tu the exports of Chinese products 
to foreign countries we find a consider- 
able increase in the quantity of black 
tens to England aud of brick teas to 
Russia, We are not aware that shippers 
of the former have been much influenced 
by the delicate condition of the poli- 
tical relations between France and 
this country, though some such ex- 
planation of their policy is very 
muob needed. Bat it is not unlikely 
that the export of brick tea to 
Russian Mauchuria may Lavo been 
hurried forward in fear of the transit 
by sea to ‘Tientsin being interrupted 
‘Who export of greon teas from this w 
only about 6,600 piculs as compared 
with 10,000 picnls last year. Receipte 
from Ningpo were on the scale of « 
gous previous to 1883, The large 
Loldinge of speculators ou this market 
liaviug been disposed of some six or 
eight months ago, and the new crop 
promising to be even more abundaut 
thau any- estimates of it which we 
havo geen in the papers, the export of 
silk during the quarter was 8,000 
piouls against 6,000 at the samo time 
iu 1884, But, in addition to this 
export of what may be called the 
legitimate raw silk, thore iss large in- 
crense in refuse or waste silk—from 
1,584 to 5,528 picule—and in wild 
“ from 986 to 2,614 picule—both 
being very cheap articles which super- 
sede to an extent that grows every 
yenr, the’ ordinary classed Chinas. A 
vousiderable export of old silk wadding 
also takes place. This stuff, which has 
kept warm the bodies of Chiiese until 
it is no longer fitted for their uso, it 
put through some processes in Europe 
aud beconies the linings of ladies’ 
cloaks aud dresses. ‘Ihe increase in 
the supplies in Europe of all these 
cheap silks bas greatly tended to 
lower the value of the more valuable 
kinds, In convection with the silk 
statioties we may mention that cocoons 
have beon cheap in the conutry this 
sensou; but itis snid by the Chinese 
that the foreign filature companies 
hiave not purchased any great quantity. 
Tt is known that the filatures have 
been very unprotitable of Inte years, 
owing, chiefly, (0 tho high” cosh 




















of cocoons in the producing dis- 
tricts, The export of hides has in- 
orensed from 21,000 to 33,000 picule, 
Great Britain taking 5,000 France 
1,300 and the United States 8,300, 
pionls more than daring same time iv 
1883. The quantities of goat-skin 
rugs exported lias also increased, as 
also those of straw braid aud siraw 
hats ; the latter to the extent of two 
millious. Tubacoo lenf was exported 
to the extent of 6,700 piculs against 
600 in from April to Jano last year. 
Although these miscellaneous - articles 
do not greatly augment the money 
value of the China trade they benefit 
merchants and shipowners, and it is 
satisfactory to find that trade in them 
goes on increasing.

Fortunately, although one bat- 
rel of the pistol was still loaded, the soldier 
either would not orcould not makeuse of the 
weapon ; but a atiff battle nevertheless en- 
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sued, in which thecombatants, who are both 
rather powerfully bnilt men, managed to 
bruise each other pretty considerably. 
Ultimately the valiant fruiterer suco-eded 
in overpowering his antagonist aud dray- 
ging him to the police station, and yester- 
day morning the soldier was brought up 
before Huang and Mr. Giles.

THE SIXTREN LOBANS. 
‘Ta Lohans are Conquerors of Evil, and 
rank as the third class of Buddhist 
h They are usually spoken of 
teen or as five hundred. In 
Sanscrit they are the Arhats. Ib was 
uot however in primitive Baddhism 
that they reached the position they 
afterwards attaiued. It was later on, 
in the time of the vast extension of 
Buddhist legend in the Panjanb, in 
Oashmere and in Afgha: , that the 
Arhats became very importun 
Buddhist lives of saints. Cbina being 
arich and oultivated country, Buddhism 
was soon covered with temples, and 
countless sums of money were expended 
in images aud paintings. Fortunately 
some engravings remain at Hangchow 
of the date A.D. 880 which shew just 
what was then thought should be 
the artist's iden of these religious 
heroes. They aro sixteen in unmber, 
snd uot eighteen as now, when Sang 
dyuesty uotions have ovorapread the 
country and everything bas been 
re-arranged on a system partly ancient 
and partly modern. ‘They are presorved 
in the Hsi Hu, west of the city, in the 
tomple kuown as the Suéug Yiu Ssit. 
Originally they were paintings, and the 
artist's ame was Kuan Hsiv, but they 
heve descended to posterity only as 
out on marble slabs, from whivh wab- 
hinge eva taken and gold. The work 
haa beon most oarefully done, and the 
difference in points of detail in each 
Lobav, when compared with all the 
others, is remarkable, ‘The pattorn of 
tho dress, and the way in which the 
dress is worn, are never repented, The 
whole, therefore, constitutes a valuable 
relio of the art of the Tang dynasty. 
The aim was to make sixteon portrai 
of as many Buddhist ts, to be di 
tinot in detail and in ideal expression. 

‘When the Emperor Obien Lung went 
A oentury since to visit Haugohow, these 
old engravings in intaglio were shown 
him, He ws foud of writing pootry, 
and ho wrote on each of the sixtoou 
Pictures a short poom which was 
engraved on the origiual marble. In 
these little pooms the Tmperial 
shewe himself to be more a oritic of 
art than of Buddhism, leading to the 
suspicion that his love of this religion 
was ohiefly for art’s sake. The tenth 
Lohan is augry. The uppor eyelid 
ia raised, uncovering a full round pupil. 
“ Anger follows delight, aud delight 
follows anger,” saya the critic. The 
artiat’s object was to represent a new 
form of émotion. The picture is filled 
up below by a boy listeuing. Whether 
the teaching be angry or tranquil it mast 
be listened to as the doctrine which 
saves. When describing the cleveuth 
Picture, the Imperial poet said, “Au old 
man Jesus on a decayed trunk, Iu 
thie hollow he rests his dwarfish body. 
Who is he, and with whom is he con. 










































Why does he point wi 
two long aud lean fingers, while be holds 
a fan with his right? We cannot tell.” 
On another of the Lohans the shoulders 
and chest are left bare, as are the hands 
and feet. Hair is seen growing on 
them, ‘The critic says, “It might be 
asked, why does he not cut off this hair?

He meaus that the artist was inteu- 
tionally representing a man of wild 
habits, living in a rocky cave in the 
is. peculiarity in Bud.

THE TSUNG-LI YAMEN TO 
THE FOREIGN LEGATIONS 1N PEKING, 











It is on record that in the 10th moon of 
last year this Yamén informed the Ministers 
of Treaty Powers that Annam had been a 
‘Tributary of China for more than two 
hundred years, and that every year soldiers 
had been! sent outside the frontier to keep * 





carder and punish brigandage ; also, that 
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China has no groundsof discord with France. 
Inthe 4th moon of the present year the 
French captain, Fournier, came to Tien- 
tsin, and, made a Treaty, consisting of 
Five Articles, with the Grand  Secre- 
tary Li Hung-chang,—a fact which was 
duly communicated by the latter to the 
Throne. Now our Great Enperor has no 
desire to infringe friendly relations with 
another nation on account of a mere Tri- 
butary State ; for which reason His Majesty 
conferred full powers upon Li, Hung-chang 
[to deal with the affair], and Li, on the 17th 
of the 4th moon, signed and sealed a 
‘Treaty with Captain Fournier, the 5th 
Article of which provided that both coun- 
tries should appoint each a High Pleni- 
potentiary, in order, after three months, to 
draw up & Detailed Treaty on the lines laid 
down in the Preliminary Convention. The 
aain idea of the articles of that Conven- 
tion was to define boundaries, to regulate 
commercial relitions, and to name the places 
within the frontier to which the troops 
should be withdrawn, and the points at 
which goods should be received for trade ; 

it was not until the expiry of this 
period of three months that the provisions 
of the Treaty were to be carried out. 
Wherefore the Chinese Government sent 
despatches to the frontier garrisons in Yiin- 
nan and the Liang Kuang, commanding 
them to continue to hold Liangshan, Pao- 
shéng, and the intervening positions, for- 
bidding them to make any advance, but 
ordering that they should evacuate their 
posts one after the other, by rote, so that 
no breach of Treaty should take place, and 
the entire evacuation be completed within 
three months. But on the 5th and Gth days 
of th interealary 5th moon, telegrams were 
received from the Viceroy of the Liang 
Kuang, to theeftect that the French soldiers, 
on the Ist of the moon, appeared at Kuan 
Yin Ch‘iao (Bridge of the Goddess of Mercy) 
which was then occupied by the Cantonese 
garrison, demanding the rendition of Liang- 
shan within three days, and, without wait- 
ing, fived their cxnnon. Our troops returned 
the fire, and loss occurred on both sides. 
While this Yamén was still lost 
ment, a visit was paid to us, on the Gth, by 
M, Small, Freuch Chargé Affaires, who 
informed us that when Captain Fournier 
was in Tientsin he agreed upon three addi- 
tional Articles with His Excellency Li 
Hung-chang. The first was that all troops 
were to be withdrawn from Liang-shan 
and Kao-p'ing within twenty days, and 
from Pao-skéng within forty days. At 
the expiry of the twenty days, he said, 
when the French troops went to occupy 
Liangshan, they were attacked by the 
Chinese guards. .Now as far as we had 
investigated this thatter, we knew nothing 
whatever of any additional three Articles 
such as are here referred to; so we im- 
inediittely sent a despatch to the Grand 
Seoretary Li to enquire about it, His 
Exoollenoy wail, in reply, that just as 
Captain Fournier was about to leave, he 
certainly did say something to that effect ; 
but His Excellency never promised him 
anything of the sort. Further, no de- 
apatches passed between them upon the 
subject ; so that the demand of the French 
soldiers for the evacuation of Liangshan 
appeared to be based upon a misapprehen- 
sion of the dates mentioned by Captain 
Fournier—it is certain that the French 
have nob deliberately tried to pick a 
quarrel with us. Now the first and 
most important object in. the eyes of 
China is the preservation of peace ; there- 
fore, although more than three hundred of 
her soldiers were either killed or wounded 
at Kuan Yin Cl‘iao, she asks no indemnity 
from France, nor does she demand the 
reason why the French prematurely fired 
camion at her troops.

‘THE FOURNIER-LI AGREEMENT OP 18ru MAY 
AND THE CHINESE PROMISED EVACUATION 
OF LANGSON. 


To the Editor of the 
Noxrn-Cuixa Darcy News. 

Sm,—As it is now asserted that the 
agreement entered into on the 18th May 
between H.E. Li Chung-t‘ang and Captain 
Fournier is not valid because it was not 
signed by the former, and as a certain stress 
has been laid on this agreement for the 
purpose of showing that the Chinese Gov- 
ernment has broken faith with France by 
the’attack of French troops near Langson, 
it becomes incumbent to examine how far 
the alleged non-signing of this agreement 
changes the substance of the French ac- 
cusatior. of China’s wrongfulness in that 
affair, and also how far it affects the Chi- 
nese Govérnment’s and its Plenipotentia- 
ty's honour by repudiating this agreement 
on the ground of it not having been sign- 
ed. 

‘The mere fact of the agreement of 18th 
May having been translated to M. Jules 











Fei tain Fournier on the same 
day tad oe arranged with Li Chung- 
tfang; and that it was qualified by that 
officer according to the words used by M. 
Ferry in communicating the same to the 
Chamber of Deputies’ at Paris as an 
“accord passé avec le viceroi ” is complete 
testimony under the circumstances that, 
whether the agreement was signed or not, 
it was substantially an accordance made 
‘between the French and Chinese Plenipo- 
tentiaries at Tientsin. By the fact also of 
its having been ‘published in Paris under 
the scrutinising eyes of the Chinese Ambas- 
sador on the 21st May without contradic- 
tion or being called in question, or two 
months before the theory of its not having 
been signed by Li Chung-t‘ang had been 
started, it may be considered as certain 
that the received belief of the Chinese 
Ambassador at Paris, and consequently 
of the Chinese Emperor at Peking whom 
he represented, was, that such ent 
‘was real, and through its reality was obli- 
tory. "Besides this M. Ferry stated in 
is address to the Chamber of Deputies 
that this agreement of 18th May had been 
tranamitted to General Millot tn Tonquin 
for his guidance, and the Paris newspapers 
of the first decade of June published ac- 
counts from General Millot, of his inten- 
tion in virtue of the same to occupy Lang- 
son on the 6th June as provided. The 
publicity thus given to the agreement, and 
the tacit acquiescence of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment in its reality, warrants the belief 
that a mutual understanding subsisted in 
the month of May between the Govern- 
ments of France and China that this agre 
ment was binding and would be carried 
into effect. No exception had been shown 
by China to the published proximate eva- 
cuation of Langson as promised by the 
agreement being carted, out. No warning 
was given by China that the agreement 
was not binding or that it was not signed, 
or that General Millot’s preparations for 
occupying Langson ought to be stayed. 

France was allowed to rest confidently 
on the published official information given 
to M. Ferry by the French Plenipotentiary 
Sha he and Li Chung t'ang representing the 
Empress of China had agreed for the eva- 
cuation of Langson by the 6th June ; and 
Frence moreover published this to the 
world without any attempt at concealment, 
and as an ample notice which was unchal- 
lenged, that her troops would occupy Lang- 
son in accordance with the terms agreed 
upon. No effort was made by China to 
correct the mistake if there had been any, 
and it was only on the 2ist July that for 
the first time some one urges in plea of 
China's unprovoked attack on the French 
troops near Langson (and with whom China 
was at peace by the Treaty of 1th May) 
that the agreement of 18th May had never 
‘been signed and that consequently it had 
never been violated. 

It will naturally be observed that the 
allegation of the ‘non-signing” of the 
agreement of 18th May has not been offici- 
ally made as a justifcatory pretext by the 
Peking Cabinet, nor has H. E. Li Chung- 
t‘ang himself disclaimed having signed the 
agreement and what. is more important, 

athe has never disclaimed having as- 
sented to the terms which the agree- 
ment contains. It is only by the eager- 
ness to distinguish themselves of some 
over zealous private persons, or of some 
sub-officials who are not courageous enough 
to declare their real position, or to produce 
their authority for what they state, and 
who are evidently concealed enemies of Li 
Chung-t‘ang, that the plea of ‘‘non signing” 
is brought forward at the eleventh hour to 
exculpate China from wrong, at the expense 
of ing Li Chung-t‘ang through 
the ‘implication contained in the 
plea that he has forfeited his honour by

‘The actual words used by M. Ferry in his 
declarationto the Chamberof Deputies were:

tion.” So that here is the express statement 
ofticially made by the French Plenipotenti 
ary aguinst the private anonymous asser- 
tions of certain busybodies to the contrary. 

TE is-not denied by the advocates of the 
“ non-signing, non-obligatory ” theory that 
the document embodying the dates for the 
evacuation of Langson and other places 
was not seen by Li Chung-t‘ang and was 
presented to H.E. by Captain Fournier. It 
is not even attempted to be proved that Li 
refused to assent to the terms it contains. 
‘On the contrary there is the express state- 
ment of Captain Fournier that H-E. had 
agreed to then: and he had received such 
assurances from the Viceroy that these 
terms were accepted as to be able to tele- 
graph to M. Ferry that they were as- 
sented to by Li Chung-t'ang. Captain Four- 
nier took leave of Li Chung-t'ang on 
the 19th May and he was on parting 
assured by H.E..that everything had been 
mutually arranged and understood for carry- 
ing out all which had been discussed be- 

















tween them. Whatever may be the truth 
of the signing or the non-signing of the 
reement of 18th May by Li Chung-t‘ang, 


there can be no doubt but that he pledged 
his word to its observance ; and to pretend 
now as some persons temerarily do that 
Viceroy is seeking tu withdraw the assurance 
which he gave to Cuplain Fournier, is to 
implicitly accuse the Viceroy of dishonour- 
able conduct. 

Your Correspondent ‘A,’ who enjoys 
the dubious honour of having first broached 
the disreputable theory that because the 
agreement was not signed it involved no 
obligation of performance, terminates his 
letter with the challenge that it is ‘only 
fair to assume that the sense of honour of 
n_ important Chinese official is not. con- 
spicuously below that of a great European 
minister or diplomatist.” Now by ap- 
plying this test to the fact under con- 
sideration, it would be difficult to re- 
coneile the claim to strict honour so. justly 
made on behaif of Li Chung-t‘ang with the 
dishonourable imputation made on the Vice- 
roy’s character by ‘A’ himself, and by others 
who seek to justify China's’ avoiding the 
evacuation of Langson by the Gth June 
as provided, on the ground that although 
Li Chung-t‘ang verbally promised to Cap- 
tain Fournier that it should take place by 
that date he was not bound to keep his pro- 
mise because he had not signed his name 
to the written agreement sett the same, 
The honour of the French plenipotentiary, 
which ‘A’ considers the standard for appre= 
ciating the honour of Chinese statesmen, 
demands a thorough belief that Captain 
Fournier would never have informed his 
Government that ‘un accord s'était passé 
avec le Vicervi” unless he had personal 
testimony that this was really the case. 

8 no use trying to shift the responsi- 
bility from the shoulders of Li Chung-t‘ang 
to those of the so-called Government of 
Peking ; and to urge that because H.E, 
did not sign the 18th May agreement the 
cabinet of Peking was absolved from its 
observance. At the time the Viceroy made 
that agreement with Captain Fournier he 
twas the special Tmporial plenipotentiary 
appointed without reserve or restrictions 
to settle all differences arising out of the 
Annam difliculty with the plenipotentiary 
of France, and the Impotial decree of 
16th July approved of what he had 
settled. That being the cese, the Imperial 
Court at Peking were responsible for 
whatever HLE. agreéd to whether he 
signed it or not, sv long as i. was done to 
carry out the object for which he had

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must have known of this 18th May agree- 
ment made by Li Chung-tang at least four 
weeks hefore the Langson incident, it can- 
not after that interval of time shirk its 
obligation to observe it hy such an ineffi- 
ant and dishonourable excuse as the over- 
Wvouates of its violation now seek 
to justify it by. 

No one has dared to assert that Li 
Chung-t'ang exeeeded his powers in agree- 
ing with Captain Fournier about the dates 
of evacuation of Tonquin. Neither does 
the Enipress nor the Vieervy himself eon- 
fess to'any excess in the use of the autho- 
































rity delegated to him. And yet it is a 
fact beyond dispute that Li Chung-t‘ang 
did agree to the dates of tion accord- 


ing to the testimony of Captain Fournier, 
and that whether he signed them or not 
he and his Government were bound in 
hide by them. There is no 
way of extricating Li Chun; ate and the 
Empress from this dik ‘hey must 
either submit to the stigma of a dishonour- 
able contention in urging the “ non-sign 
ing ” plea, or confess that it was as binding 
upon them in honour as though it were 
signed by Li Hung-chang on behalf of 
both, 

It is believed by some persons that Li 
Chung-t‘ang told Captain Fournier that it 
was not necessary to send the agreement of 
18th May to the Grand Council at Peking, 
and that therefore he did not attach his 
official signature to it as he had done to 
that of 11th May ; but at the same time he 
assured Captain Fournier that this would 
make no difference in its observance. Sup- 
posing this to bo the case it must be 
imputed as an error, and it would be a 
striking confirmation of Prince Talleyrand’ 
axiom *‘un erreur est pire q’une crime, 
considering the serious evil consequences 
resulting from it; but the question never- 
theless will arise as to whether Li Chung- 
tang, in declaring his signature not to be 
necessary and that he need not send the 

nt-to.the Grand. Council at Peking, 
that he was in close agroement 
with the Empress, or whether he was in an 
admitted opposition to the Grand Coun- 
vil; at the sume time there is not the 
slightest ground for supposing that he did 
not send it to the Empress, with whom he 
was on the most loyal and confidential 
terms. If so it would mean that a dual 
Government exists in China, like that of the 
Tycoon and the Mikado which formerly 
existed in Japan. The umstances of 
the lust fow months force one to believe 
that such a dual Government really does 
exist in China, and that it is the main 
cause of all ‘the disasters which threaten 
the Empire. The faction of Tso Tsung- 
tang and other opponents of the Viceroy 
is very similar to the faction of the samurai 
leaders in Japan, who went to the length of 
rebellion against the Emperor on behalf of 
the antiquated customs of Dai Nippon, and 
for resisting the tide of progress and as- 
similation to western ideas and principles, 
just as the anti-foreign party in China are 
now resisting the Empress and her Grand 
Secretary Li Chung-t‘ang. This ambiguous 
form of Government is no longer suitable 
for the new relations with the rest of the 
world which China has now entered 
upon. It must be brought to an end, 
and a Government of unity must be 
established at Peking. No civilised sover- 
eign State can treat securely with China 
so long as the present dual form of Govern- 
ment, with its inconveniences, exists. Possi- 
bly the present critical situation may hasten 
the establishment of a real monarchical 
sovereignty in China, which knows its own 
mind and can be made responsible for 
whatever occurs “ within the four seas.”” 

‘This is an_ important question for every 
one having diplomatic relations with China. 
‘The actual stato of affairs resultin; 
the Langson incident does not merely con- 
cern France alone. All other nations are 
in solidarity with France in common con- 
gern for China observing her treaties and 









































agreements, and for the defects in China’s 
Government which have led to the present 
trouble. The violation of the 18th May 
agreement affects the whole civilised world, 
and draws forth its sympathy and interest in 
desiring to see such violation expiated and 
measures taken to prevent its recurrence. 
No one desires to sce a war between France 
and China except the seditious Chinese 
who are antagonistic to the present reigning 
dynasty. Everyone else desires to see 
China enter into a solidarity of civilisation 
and treaty-faith and peace with the rest of 
the world, and to possess a responsible un- 
divided Government. ‘This can only be 
effected by China abandoning her. too 
frequent disregard of her international 
duties, by her entering unhesitatingly 
on the path of national honour and inte- 
grity, and by establishing a supreme power 
independent of seditious factions in the 
realm. ‘The present crisis offers the op- 
portunity for a new departure, and the 
more China is brought by circumstances 
to proceed in. it the greater will be the 
goad winhes ofall nations for her welfare 

neither good for the honour nor the 


















dignity of China to try and escape from the 
obligation of the 18th May agreement on 
the miserable quibble that although verbally 


assented to by her plenipotentiary and that 
of France it was not signed by both the 
two contracting Powers, and that too 
for reasons which betray a fatal lack of 
unity in the Chinese Government. For- 
tunately for tho honour of China, this 
miserable quibble has no official utterance 
that could identify it with the word either of 
the Empress or of her Minister Li Chung- 
tang, and the sooner a dishonourable con- 
tention is removed from the discussion of 
the Langson trouble the easier and more 
satisfactory will be the work of pacification.
